1. Or, wolf briefly reviewed our buildirw problem to include the fact that we 
had permanent authorisation to build a new building to house our demrtetontal em- 
ployees at a cost of $38*000*000 but that Confess tad declined to appropriate the 
necessary Lunds at its last session. 

2. ir 1 , .olf then stated that we ware orsparina anofch.-r request to Congress for 
the necessary ap’>ropriation which would be sutaitted at the first available oppor- 
tunity during its current session and asked hr. Reynolds to confine our understand- 
ing that there was no existin'* strucfrrre in the Washington ansa into wiiich our de- 
partaental organization could fit under one roof and nano which could be Made avail- 
able to CIA at any tisie in the foreseeable future. Mr. Ilovnolds stated that our un- 
derstanding was entirely correct. Mr. Wolf then asked if r. Iteynolds thought it 
would be rapropriate for PBS to furnish CIA y it h a written statement to this effect 
which Gould be used at our representations to the Bureau of t ie Budget and the Con* 
r-resa. Mr. Reynolds stated that lie did not consider such a written stateoant to be 
necessary and, further, that he would be happy to testify uarnonally before ary eaa- 
aittees with which we had, difficulty. 

3. Wr. Wolf related, that it v as our understanding th t the only three possible 
sites available to us wore in the vicinity of (a) Langley, Virginia, (b) Suit land, 
Maryland, and (3) the Kevins Tract. He added that he did not believe that th© 
Director would be w illin g to locate our proposed ns* building at either Suitland ox* 
Langley, The plans prepared by PBb for the Metritis Tract ore attractive and accept- 
able . however, it would certainly require the entire $38*000*000 appropriation to 
construct a building on this site which would meet with the approval of th© National 
Capital Park and Planning Comuiasicn.. If wa ar® unable to obtain the entire 
$38,000*000 appropriation and are forced to contract scssetning for approximately 
325*000*000, we* therefore* cannot construct a building on the Kevins Tract. 

ht Mr. ; olf asked for confirmation of our understandinf? that no other sites 
wore available, Mr. Reynolds replied that a fourth site could be made available. 
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This site is on the Soldiers' Home property ana construction on tale ^^would not 
require the architectural fringes that would be neosssaey or construction on ufce 25X1 
llevias Tract*
